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ZIONIST RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR ALL JEWRY 


N Tuesday next, the Twentieth Zionist Congress will 

open at Zurich and will have to face the momentous 

question of Palestine Partition. Never before in Zionist 
history has a Congress been faced with such critical issues, or 
found itself burdened with such colossal responsibility. For its 
decisions may very well tip the scales in which far-reaching 
projects concerning the future of the Jewish people are being 
balanced. Its proceedings may seriously influence the jadgment 
of the world and that of the British Government, in whose 
hands the future of Jewry so largely les. Upon Congress, 
therefore, rests the responsibility for the future well-being of 


every Jew throughout the world, Zionist or non-Zionist—even. 


of those whose conscious ties with Jewry scarcely exist. 

The drastic proposals put forward by the Royal Commission, 
nnd favoured by the British Government, for the partition of 
Palestine and the setting up therein of a sovereign Jewish 
State must of necessity be the supreme problem for Congress, 
We have made it abundantly clear, after the most searching 
analysis and the most unbiased consideration, that in our view 
the Jewish State that would result from Partition would be 
doomed to inevitable failure. A similar conviction has been 
voiced by leading statesmen, both Jew and non-Jew, and it was 
© preponderating influence when the proposals were earnestly 
debated in both Houses of the British Parliament. Failure of 
the first Jewish State to be created for two thousand years 
would carry with it the most pernicious results for every Jew 
for generations to come—above all, -were re:ponsibility for 


entering into an unworkable undertaking of that kind freely 
assumed by Jews. 


This solemn, this awe-inspiring, aspect of the task of Congress 
cannot be too heavily stressed. The old divisions in Zionism 
produced by parties and personalities cannot at present be 
permitted to exercise their former dominion over Zionist policy. 
Every delegate at Congress will be forced by the circumstances 
of the hour to standin the place of a trustee of the whole 
Jewish people. So grave is the situation that there can be no 
talk of hurrying through decisions and no thought that there 
is anything in the nature of a time-limit wilbin which Congress 
must bind itself to this step or to that. Above all, Congress 
must be careful not lightly to pass its responsibility to those 
embraced within the elastic term — leaders.” On two 
points there is at present current a_ belief which must 
fill all well-wishers of Jewry with serious misgivings. 
It is believed that ‘certain prominent Zionists favour 
a method whereby Congress should give a more or less 
free hand to a small commission to negotiate with. the 
authorities in view of the recent drastic Palestine proposals. 
No small body’ of men should be placed in a position which 
could in any way make it possible for them to-commiut, or to 
s°em to commit, the Jewish people on this matter. If Congress 
shelves its duty in this way, it will pay dearly for iis derelic- 
tion. Again, it is suggested that Congress will be allowed to 
ran on beyond the time anticipated, so as to give opportunity 
for extensive discussion. In practice this will mean that 
final decisions will be left to a ramp of Congress—a procedure 
which is unthinkable. If Congress, as well may b, cannot 
complete its deliberations. within the anticipated span, then 
an adjournment should and must intervene, perhaps even of 
some months—indeed, greater time for considération of the 
grave issues involved is, from all aspects, imperative. 


Not only has World Jewry, whose fate, we stress, is so 
intimately bound up with the future of. Palestine, had httle 
time for consideration since the Commission’s Report and 
the Government's Statement of Policy were published,. but 
such. consideration as it has been able to devote to this 
complex. problem has not been helped by any straight- 
forward guidance from the Zionist leaders. We had hoped 
that Dr. WEIZMANN, as leader of the Z.onist Movement and 
President of the Jewish Agency, would have come forward 
and stated in clear and unequivocal language his own views 
on the proposal of Partition. To excuse silence in these 
circumstances with the plea that technically there are no 
proposals before the Jewish Agency either to accept or. reject 
is merely begging the questfon. In the hour of crisis and 
perplexity, a movement is entitled to demand leadership from 
ifs leaders. If is, above all, entitled to demand that its leaders 
shall state their views at the earliest possible time, so that 
those views may be tested by ample consideration before they 
are adopted or rejected. In-this case a frank and unambiguous 
declaration was all the more necessary since, we repeat, the 
question is so vital for the whole Jewish people, and the utmost 
time should have been allowed in consequence for the opinion 
of Jewry to find expression, assisted by explanation and advice 
from above. 


What was the use of demanding, as was commonly done some 
months ago, a united front in face of the oncoming crisis when 
those who, it was felt, would carry great influence in final 
decisions shrouded themselves in silence and gave the oppor- 
tunity for the most sinister doubts concerning their attitude ? 
Tais sort of thing turned rumour witha free rein amongst 
Zionists and non-Zionists to work its mischief of suspicion and 
distrust. There may be an opportunist political advantage tn 
holding back all knowlecg2 of a political move, until the last 
moment gives no time for mature consideration by those who 
must eventually object to it. But such tactics do not bespeak the 
statesman, and when applied to far-reaching issues come home 
in gruesome form to roost. Without the steadying hand of leader- 
ship, based on a sense of democratic authority, the crassest folly 
can rise unchecked. Now, aboveall, with the seductive lure of a 
Jewish Sovereign State dangled before our eyes, one cannot 
be surprised that such folly should run riot. Dazzled by 
prospects of trumpery honours in a piper-boat State, there are 
those who in their lust for this bauble are ready to dream of 
the day when the hopelessly restricted Partition boundaries will 
be swept away by foree or by cunning or by peaceful penetra- 
tion. It is, indeed, depressing to have to mention such wicked

populace, and the constable must keep objectors silent and secure 
him a hearing. 


It so happens that the average Fascist hooligan is a timorous and 
cowardly specimen, so that the mere presence of a single uniformed 
constable in the vicinity of their burrows is generally sufficient to 
keep these mischievous rabbits in order. A little intelligence and 
goodwill, therefore, on the part of those responsible for keeping the 
peace should adequately meet the trouble. And the police should 
not forget that their abstract influence is very strong in these matters, 
Once let the impression get abroad that acts of petty hooligauism 
and the sort of larrikin behaviour which passes for politics 
with Fascists are beneath the constable's contempt, and the scum 
will vise boldly tothe surface, This impression disheartens witnesses, 
who naturally feel that they will be left to victimisation if they 
attest against one of these roughs. That way lies the path to the 
rule of the gangster, and the police authorities might be well 
advised to bring bome to those locally responsible the grave dis- 
service they are doing by permitting such negligence as the facts 
confirm.

Since the publication of the Royal Commission's Report, which 
has focused added attention upon the world 
Jewish problem, while alleging the inability 
of Palestine to cope with the pressure for Jewish 
emigration, the question of another outlet bas been raised with 
added force. On two occasions at least, Colonel S. F. Newcombe, 
a prominent member of the Palestine Information Centre, which is 
a sort of branch of the Higher Arab Committee, has pleaded for 
Great Britain to consider the possibility of settling Jews in the 
empty spices of the Emp re to the advantage, as he believes, of all 
concerned. In last Sunday's SUNDAY Grapuic, Mr. Beverley Baxter, 
M.P., pleads for Britain, France, and America to come together " on 
this task of mercy.” He asks if it would be a possible solution 
to set up a Jewish Free State in the former German colonies, and 
he adds “If the plan has irony, if also has justice.” Another plea 
for persecuted Jewry came recently from Sir Arnold Wilson during 
the Palestine debate in the Commons. 


NOT SO SIMPLE 


It may be, of course, that the object of securing Palestine for the 
Arabs is at least an equal consideration with Colonel Newcombe 
as that of relieving persecuted Jewry in Central Europe. Mr, 
Baxter. on the other hand, is inclined to catch the Commissioners’ 
pessimism as regards the possibilities of Palestine in absorbing a 
large Jewish immigration. The important point, however, is that 
all these distinguished gentlemen are wide awake to the crying 
moral wrong which the position of Jewry in the lands of persecution 
constitutes. > In their anxiety to liquidate this disgrace to modern 
civilisation, their minds turn towards aline of policy which is not 
unlike that comprised in what bas come to be known as the Jewish 
Freeland Movement. Millions of persecuted Jews in Europe: Vast 
areas of good unpopulated land in the worle. The nexus is 
elementary. But a little thought, a little weighing of the myriad 
factors involved, reveals the colossal obstacles that separate the 
two apparently balancing terms of the equation. The wisest of 
Freelanders” never regards that policy as anything more than a 
subsidiary factor which may help to ease conditions here and there.

A little consideration of the matter would lead one to-think that 
the demand for a neutral Chairman was a perfectly reasonable 


request. Certainly it was much too small a rock upon which to 
allow an opportunity for concerted Zionist action to founder. The 
niternate chairmanship scheme would appear clumsy and well 


cilculated to bring the conference to naught. Why, then, was it in- 
s ted upon until the approach of Congress gave the opportunity for 
keeping the support of Revisionists outside political Zionism? Now 
above all is not the time to reckon up old scores, or past differences. 
Tue support of every Jew aud of every Jewish Organisation 
subscribing to the Basle Programme and to Herzl’s ideal is urgently 
needed to fight the gravest menace to Zionism and indeed to world 
Jewry that has presented itself, almost one might say without 
exaggeration in the past two thousand years.

It will be observed that, again wisely, the sub- 
committee is not tied down by any resolution as to policy: Its only 
standard is comprised in the term “ Charity,” a blessed word in 
English law to which the Deputies add the definition that it shall 
“embrace all such organisations as make an appeal to the public for 
funds for charitable, educational, and kindred objects, and are of a 
permanent or quasi-permanent character.” 


Expert legal minds, we may be sure, have lent their careful 
guidance to the project ;and should an occasion arise when the sub- 
committee are asked to register a body and find themselves unable 
to do so, it will be the expression of an opinion offered in good faith 
and in the public interest by men whose views will carry great 
weight. This will be an invaluable guide to the subscribing public, 
while there should be no possibility of favouritism or discrimina- 
tion as regards individual charitable movements. The Community 
will, we hope, soon come to feel gratitude to the Deputies for this 
valuable undertaking and, if all coes well, it will render a service 
not only to the contributing public, but even more to our many 
Charities for whom all too little money is available.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEI: 


The Spirit of Sacrifice 


In this week's Sidra there is a general invocation for the observance 
of the Law as it has been communicated to us from olflen times. And 
with it 1s an insistence, repeated and repeated, that the Commandments 
of the Lord shall be kept. Equally insistent, in Biblical days, was the 
command that the Children of Israel should offer up a sacrifice to the 
Lord. This question of sacrifice is one of the difficulties early 
encountered by advanced Jewish thinkers, particularly Reform Jewish 
thinkers. To this day many Jews have been puzzled that we should 
pray for the re-estabhshment of the Service of Sacrifice. Yet behind 
the ritual of the sacrifice that the High Priest should offer. that the 
people and even the individual should offer for their sins, lies a creat 
moral, 1 only we can understand exactly what the sacrifice stands for 
There 1s a clear distinction between the teachings of Judaisin and 
Christianity on the questions of sin and crutilt. 

Christianity teaches “ original sin,” which lies heavily upon man 
from the day he is born. He ean only be redeemed by his Saviow 
This teaching 1s a heavy burden ever-present to the mind of the tru 
Christian until the hour of Ins death. 

In the teaching of Judaism sin can arise only trom man’s own act 
And there 1s a clear distinction between intentional and unintentional 
sin. The ritual of sacrifice deals only with the unintentional sin: no 
sacrifice can clear the intentional sinner whom God will “ cut off-’ 
There are three main groups of careless sin. The sinner tnay not 
have known, and only subsequently learned, of the command, o7 
whilst he knew, he forgot for the moment and then remembered again. 
Or, thirdly, he talked lightly and without consideration when he tad: 
a vow to God or promised an abstention. 

Obviously the Torah would not put in motion the whole rmtual ot 
sacrifice for the unintentional sin if it did not consider it hugh 
unportant. And this shows up the ethical teaching very clearly. All 
hurnan sin and guilt+-taking these words in their widest sense—begin 


with unintentional and ‘careless acts, and only trot these does 


fall into sin. To stop sin at its very source is the intention of the rrtual 
ot sacrifice, and this intention proves the. high ethical and moral 
standing of the Biblical Law. The Law has alwavs tned to get to the 
root of the trouble. Thus,.there is & command not to touch on the 
Sabbath any objeet that is used for work which ts not allowed, so as to 
tnake quite sure that there will be no cause for carelessly breaking the 
Law. The Law. eansiders anoral rules as rules that are aliwe. and at 
takes cogmsance of hurhan weakness and frailty. 

There is only a short step from the Bibheal Service of Sacrifice to 
the pmvate lives of all of us. The world ts full of those who mean well 
and yet always do wrong. The plea of the guilty, “I meant well, 
was never accepted as an excuse by-the Torah, any more than it would 
be accepted as an excuse in the courts to-day. Look at the meri of 
our own times. The hooseness of moral laws 1s the’ greatest of ow 
evils. If we were to régard harm done unintentionally and carelessly as 
seriously as the Bible does, the world would to-day be a much hette: 
place, 

But there is no authority to-day winch can clann obedience as eould 
the Law first m the desert and later in the Te:mple. The authority ot 
the Torah bound the individual, the people as a whole, and the leade: 
of the people. To-day the leaders of nations sit round tables at 
conferences—and they allow misdeeds to remain musdeeds, and care- 
lessness to remain careless. But the measure of guilt fills up, and unless 
the peoples of the world return to that fine distinction between right 
and wrong set up in the Bible, the measure of guilt will run over, and a 
real catastrophe will result. 

Read the Biblical Law of Sacrifice. There will be found more than 
flour and oil and the young goat, and the prnest with ns knite. If you 
read between the lines and contemplate the causes of these Laws, the 
greatness of the Law will become clear, and you will gladly join in the 
old prayers for the re-establishinent of the Service of Sacrifice. Sacr- 
fice mn its old form may not return, but if rts spirit could live again, the 
world would be saved. And the value of the Law hes im its spirit. 


Farewell to Rabbi Abrahams 
CHAMPION OF JEWISH IDEALS 


Tributes to Rabbi Israel Abrahams, both for his work in the 
spiritual sphere and that among non-Jews on the public platform 
and in the press, were paid at a farewell reception given to him 
and Mrs. Abrahams at Woburn House on Thursday, in last week, 
by the Mizrachi Federation prior to his departure to take up his 
new position in Cape Town. 

Mr. F. Landau said they would remember Rabbi Abrahams not 
only for his courageous championing of Mizrachi ideals, but of the Jewish 
people at large. Professor Pick paid tribute to Rabbi Abrahams on 
behalf of the World Mizrachi Movement. Speaking for the Union of 
Anglo-Jewish Preachers and the Conference of preachers, of which he is 
Hon. Secretary, the Rev. I. Livingstone said that Rabbi Abrahams was 
one of those whe had added dignity to the office of the Minister in this 
country. He also referred to the excellent work he had done in rebutting 
attacks made upon the Jews, and said that their loss was South African 
Jewry's gain. 

In his reply, Rabbi Abrahams assured the gathering that his energies 
in South Africa would be consecrated to those things that were dear to 
them. He could see no reason, given the right opportunities and 
spirit, why the ideals of the Mizrachi should not receive a warm welcome 
there.

Fascists in the East End 
Members Perturbed by Gangster Methods 


(Prom our Parliamentary Correspondent) 


There is a strong conviction in many quarters of the House that 
effective steps must be taken to check the violent and intimidatory 
activities of the Fascists in the East End of London. -It was believed 
at first that, in consequence of his engagements in Ireland on the occasion 
of the Royal visit, the Home Secretary would not be able to grant the 
request to meet a deputation of M.P.s. These Members desired to 
jlace before him information concerning the Fascist tactics and the 
of the postition by the police. 

The Home Secretary, however, agreed to receive the deputation on 
Thursday, and a meeting of Members was held under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. D. Fraxnket (Lab., Mile End) previously at the House of Commons, 
at which the position was fully discussed. 

In reply to questions by Mr: Dan Cuarer (Lab., Bethnal Green, N.E.), 
Sin SamMvuet Hoare said in the House: ‘ There is much too much 
interruption of political meetings on both sides, and I note the hon. 
Member’s question calling attention to this fact and the need of each 
side giving the other a fair hearing.’’ 

Although the obstructive methods adopted by. Communists are dis- 
tasteful to nearly ali Members and are not infrequently commented upon 
when questions on disorder at political meetings are being discussed, the 
use of this position as an excuse for tolerating the excesses of the 
Fascists is not generally accepted by Members as meeting the case. The 
feeling predominates that foreign gangster methods should be stamped 
out of English political life as speedily as possible. I understand that 
unless satisfactory steps to deal with the position are taken without 
delay, it 1s proposed to raise the matter in the House at the first available 
opportunity. 


Palestine: Will Partition be Abandoned ? 


The debate on Palestine is still beimg widely discussed. in the Lobbies.

THE ANTI-VEWISH TROUBLES IN IRAQ 


In the House of Commons on Monday, Mr. J. C. Wenawoopn (Lab., 
Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked the Foreign Secretary whether he had any 
information as to the anti-Jewish troubles in Iraq; and whether, in view 
of our treaty with Iraq, it was intended still to afford any protection 
to Jews in that State. 

Mr. Antiuiony Epen: ‘As regards the first part of the question, I have 
no confirmation of the Press reports to which the mght hon. gentleman 
no doubt refers, but I have addressed an mquiry on the subject to 
His Majesty's Ambassador at Baghdad. Meanwhile, the right hon. gentle- 
man will have seen that the [raqi Minister in London has issued in the 
Press an official denial of the rumours in question. As regards the second 
part of the question, the Anglo-Iraqt Treaty and Alliance contams no 
provisions regarding the protection of minorities, but this point was dealt 
with in the Declaration of Guarantees made by the Iraqi Government 
when Iraq was admitted to membership of the League of Nations. The 
information at my disposal shows that the Iraq: Government are fully 
alive to their responsibilities in this matter.”’ 


Palestine: The Agitation of the Mufti 


Mr. Wedgwood asked the Colonial Secretary whether any 

vet been taken to prevent further agitation by the Mufti. 
Mr. Orouspy-Gore: The Government of Palestine, with the assist- 
ance of the mulitary authorities, is keeping a close watch on the situation, 
and I am confident that all necessary measures will be taken to check 
agitation inconsistent with the peace, order, and good government of 
Palestine, in whatever quarter it may arise.”’ 

Mr. Wedgwood: ‘‘Are we to understand that the Mufti 1s still allowed 
to go free to stir up trouble in Palestine ?”’ 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: ** Mr. Wedgwood asks a question about agitation. 
I think he has gone m for a great deal of agitation before in his career. 
The whole question is whether it 1s agitation leading to a breach of the 
peace. Expression of political opinion. by the ordinary methods to which 
we are accustomed in this country is not an offence.’’ 

Mr. Wedgwood: ‘‘Are we to understand that the Coloniml Secretar) 
eompares the agitation,which we carry on in these benches with that of 
the Mufti?’’ 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore : ‘* No, sir.”’ 

Mr. Wedgwood: *‘ In that case, may I ask whether the Mufti is to 
he arrested or to be allowed to go ftree?”’ 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore : *] cannot possibly answer that question, whieh 
entirely depends on what he does.”’

The tmmediate Administrative Reforms 


Mr. Wedgwood asked the Colonial Secretary whether he would give 
a list of the reforms in the Administration of Palestine recommended 
by the Royal Commission which it was intended to unplement. shortly. 

“Mr. Ormsby-Gore: ‘‘ In accordance with paragraph six of the State- 
ment of Policy issued by His Majesty's Government, legislation to amend 
the Immigration Ordinance and to provide the High Commissioner with 
the necessary: powers to control land transactions 1s now being prepared. 
Changes are being made in the organisation of the district Administra - 
tion, but I shall tind it necessary to take the High Commissioner into 
consultation with regard to the other recommendations contamed in the 
Report of the Royal Commission, and the right hon. gentleman will realise 
that the question of their adoption, with or without modification, must 
depend to some extent on financial considerations and, in Many cases, 
on the outcome of the forthcoming exanination of the Annual Report 
for 1936 and the Royal Commussion’s Report by the Permanent Mandates 
C‘ommuission of the League.’”’ 

Mr. Wedgwood: ‘‘Are we to understand that all the recommendations 
of the Royal Comumission which were for a reform of the Administration 
will be left over till Partition has taken place and only those recom- 
mendations will be unplemented which are inconvement to the Jews !"’ 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: Certainly not.”’ 

Mr. Wedgwood: ** Which reforms are to be undertaken?’’ 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: ** It is quite impossible to say, as the Permanent 
Mandates Commission has asked for a special session to deal with the 
report for the year covering the disturbances and the conduct of the 
Administration and as the Royal Commission’s Report is before them. 
To adopt proposals with any finality until we have heard the views of the 
League of Nations as to the needs of the country that we are administering 
under Mandate would, I think, be flouting the League of Nations.”’ 

Mr. Wedgwood endeavoured to put a further supplementary question, 
but the Speaker intervened. 

Mr. Wedgwood: ‘‘As this is the last occasion that we shall have 
of questioning the Colonial Secretary before he commits us, may I be 
allowed to put a further question?”’

Il have spoken to many residents i the Stepney Green and Bethnal 
Green areas. They all make the same complaint that Fascist: hooligans 
are allowed to terrorise the neighbourhood, apparently free trom police 
interference. Severe criticisms are levelled at the police, who are once 
more being regarded, rightly or wrongly, as the protectors of the 
Blackshirts at the expense of the local population. It 1s felt that the 
function of the police is td tnaintain law and order and protect citizens 
irom attack ‘by hooligans, whether or not their gangster activities are 
earned on under cover of politics. 

It will be remembered that our last issue quoted Mr. Everard 
Iickson, the Thames Police Court magistrate, as saying: “In. this 
country the expression of political views 1s free, but the law will 
always take the same view of hooliganism. It will not regard 
it lightly.” It is to be hoped, it there is to be peace in East London, 
that the police will in future convince the publie that they are acting 
in the light of that statement.

Deputation to the Home Secretary 
Police Conduct Again Impugned

As reported in our Parhamentary column the Home Secretary, Sir 
Samuel Hoare, received a deputation of London M.P.s yesterday with 
regard to Fascist disturbances in the East End. The deputation 
was led by Mr. Dan Frankel, M.P. for Mile End.

But at least 60 per cent. of the 
bystanders were neutral Gentiles. The speaker, a working-class Jew, 
brought home his arguments forcefully and precisely but with a complete 
absence of the type of abuse favoured by his opponents, and the honesty 
and earnestness of his remarks registered very favourably with those 
neutral listeners. Spontaneous applause, from Gentiles as well as from 
Jews, punctuated his remarks, and when he descended from his platform 
at the conelusion of his speech, it seemed to me that the balance of opmion 
of that audience was swinging favourably to the anti-Fascist cause. He 
was succeeded on the platform by a young Jewess, obviously of good 
education and who spoke in a cultured voice. But, ignormg her pre- 
decessor’s example, she indulged in shrill and hysterical abuse of the 
Fascists, and quickly antagonsed those who had been influenced 
favourably by the previous speaker. The crowd began perceptibly to 
diminish and several people openly voiced their disapproval of the 
speaker’s abusive remarks. 

As a Jew, I am deeply grieved that the sple idid work that is being done 
by the various anti-Fascist organisations should be marred by vituperative 
extremism on the part of a few well-meaning but misguided persons.

Mr. A. 5. DIAMOND (West London) moved the report ol the Law 
and Parhamentary Conunittee, the course al whieh was stated : 


The Sub-Committee which was appointed to consider the best means 
of carrying into effect’ the decision of the Board to undertake a system 
of registration of charities has submitted a report. The following are the 
Committee’s amended recommendations: 

(1) The rewisterinyg body should he a Sub-Committee of the 
Parliamentary, and General Purposes Committee of the 

2) Charities admitted to the register should he 
“ Registered with the Board of Deputies.” 

(3) The Registration Committee should have a separate and, if possible 
full-time Secretary to serve in an honorary eapacity (it being anderstond 
that one or two gentlemen have offered their services), that he should have 
the services of a full-time typist, if necessary. and that accommodation 
should be obtained for the purpose at Woburn House. 

(4) The Registration Committee should consist 
workers, some of whom should be accountants. 

(5) Some of the members of the Committee should be members of the 
Board of Deputies. The personnel of the Committee should be appointed by 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee with power to co-opt. : 

(6) The term ** charity ad ‘f.ould embrace all such organisations as make 
an appeal to the public for funds for charitable, educational. and kindred 
objects and are of a permanent, or quasi-permanent, character. 

(7) The Committee shall have power, if it thinks fit, 
applicant charity to pay an annual fee for revistration. 

(8) The Committee should only be required to give general 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee showing the progress 
asking for guidance on general principles. 

The Committee considered an application from the Birmincham Jew 
Representative Council for representation on the Board 
that the application be vranted. 

AS a result of inquiries made. of the local authorities in a number of 
centres of Jewish population in this country, the Committee estimates that 
so far about 500 applications have been made by Jewish shopkeepers for 
registration under Section 7 of the Act permitting them to open till 2p m 
on Sundays on condition of closing on Saturdays. As regards the City 
of London and the area of the London County Council, it is expected that 
when the Orders to be issued under Section 8 of the Act take their final 
form they will enable both Jewish and non-Jewish traders, within the 
limited areas where Sunday street markets have been customary to keep 
their shops and stalls open on Sundays till 2 p.m. on condition of closing 
+d Saturdays; but that hairdressers will be excluded from the terms of these 
ers.

Mr. Diamond recalled that at a meeting of the Board two months 
ago jt was decided in principle that a system of registration of 


charities should be set up. The question was referred back to the 
Committee to advise the Board with regard to the machinery requisite 
for carrying out that purpose. 

Mr. A. E. Dramonp (Clapton) stressed the vital importance of the 
matter to the Community and urged that the proposed Registration 
Committee deserved a much more important place than that of simply 
becoming a Sub-Committee of the Law and Parhamentary Committee. 
It should be a Committee definitely responsible to the Board, and the 
Community ought to be able to Say that matters concerning the 
Committee were dealt with by the Board. 

Mr. A. E. Diamond's amendment that the registering body should be 
u Committee of the Board, elected by the Board, was seconded by 
Mr. L. Kixncsiey (Waliord Road). 

Mr. Hyman T. Ostrertey (Grand Order Sons of Jacob) asked

Toreien which hor = Te final Pre asitis 
acceptance of the racial doctrine a useful preliminary to a closer political 
Soveral recent publications have explrciths the nec! 
to build up a bloc of anti-Semitic racialls rire? States, \i a time, there- 


fore, when, within Germanys iiself, terrorism: has, with rare exceptions, eet 


neceseary to seek means by which the dark and cruel enuie of Nazi rule may 
be more generally made known. The task of obtaimine a heart for those 
who suffer from Nazi terrorism and oppression is far from easy. But it is 
ne with which the Committee must do its best 10 grapple. 

Dealhiy with the continued excesses fiveinst Jews mm Various Parts 
Poland, the report ealle attention to the rowing sense of peril which these 
heonmiers have aro amonu othe: minormties im the eountry. The Carli- 


tinued disunity in the ranks of Polish Jewry as a whole is a defect. to remedy 
which attempts have recently been made, but it still seems unlikely that 
this long-wwaited and necessary reform will be achieved m the near future. 

After mentioning the senous vrowth of anti-Semitism in Rumania, the 
report. points out that, in anticipation of the election, negotiations tor 
coalitions and blocs are proceeding among the leaders ol the various parties, 
and it is to be feared that one or two parties not hitherto anti-Semrtic will 
orm this issue join forces with the National Christian Party of Cuza and Coga. 

The report also deals with the expiring of the Polish-German convention 
regarding Upper Silesia. All efforts to secure a continuation ol this protection, 
it records, have proved unavailing. 

On the subject of refugees and the League of Nations’ decision to close 
down the Nansen Office and the High Commission for Refuyees, the report

Mention was made in the report, said Mr. Montefiore, of the frequent 
congresses now held in various German-towns. By a curious chance 
he was sent on the previous day an invitation to a forthconung Congress 
in Berliin—the third internatidnal congress for Postgraduate Medical! 
Study. Although his medical studies had not yet begun it was never 
too late to learn. (Laughter.). He studied the programme with some 
interest. He wondered why, considering the second congress was held 
in 1913—twenty-four years ago—it was thought necessary to revive 
this fixture. Stil it would attract visitors, no doubt. There was no 
utthation fee. What tairy godmother or perhaps godfather was paying 
the hundred-and-one incidental expenses? The congress would be 
held in August, 2Ist to 24th. For the purpose of these visits guides 
who spoke foreign languages would be provided, and it might well be 
that conversation might touch upon the treatment of the Jews in 
Germany and stories that circulated abroad on this subject. The 
tnendly guide would no doubt point to stores and shops bearing Jewish 
names Which in the centre of Berlin were stall permitted to do business. 
Those shops and stores were proof, if proof were needed, of pertinacity 
and courage under difficulties, handicaps, unfair discrimination that 
might have made less stout-hearted people despair. There were other 
methods of bringing a shopkeeper or trader to ruin besides breaking 
his window and pillaging his stock, That was the method used in 
Poland, but not in Germany. Bit by bit, said Mr. Montefiore, by 
methods of which little was heard abroad, Jews were being eliminated 
from the commercial life—their last refuge. 

If they would prevent the spirit spreading which tolerated and 
approved these methods of Jewish persecution they must see to it 
that they were known. 


Difficulties in Polish Relief Campaign 

The Prestpenr told the Board that since the last meeting when 
the Board approved the launching of an appeal for the relief of Polish 
Jewry by a single unified organisation under its auspices, Mr. Meller 
and he had been engaged in preliminaries and endeavouring to make 
the contacts essential for the success of the appeal as they envisaged it. 
In their view the appeal would fall short of the expectations raised 
abroad and at home if it were not made on a scale commensurate with 
the needs of the situation. To their regret their soundings among 
those in a position to give the necessary lead did not justify them in 
giving them any optimistic assurance that they could expect that lead 
in the near future.

Seven Synagogues in Search of a Rabbi 


Grave Lack of Religious Leadership 
[From our Correspondent] 


The religious leadership of the local Community was the chief 
topic of discussion at the recent qjil irterly Ineeting of the Council 
held at Frankenburg House, Cheetham Hill Road. 

Mr. Nathan Laski, J... who presided, deplored what seemed to be 
the policy of the Jewish authorities in London, of 
persuading talented young Rabbis to leave their posts in theprovinces 
in order to go abroad, without the opinion of the local Congregations 
or Beth Din having been previously obtained. Manchester had 
raised over £16,000 after the War for the Jewish War Memorial 
Fund, ‘The least that could be done, when it was a question of taking 
away Manchester Rabbis, was that local Jewry should be consulted. 

Mr. It. Barrow-Sicree said that he could not understand the 
attitude of the Chief Rabbi in taking away Rabbis, not only from 
the Beth Din but also from their congregations, without consulting 
the Jewish authorities of the city or the heads of the particular 
synagogues concerned. If this happened, what alternative arrange- 
ment were they to adopt? He did not think that they would 
succeed in bringing abouta United Synagogue in Manchester unless 
they first obtained a spiritual leader. 

Major FE. C. Q. Henriques, J.P., said that’ the scheme which had 
been proposed by Mr. Laski for a District Rabbinate, consisting of a 
senior Rabbi and two assistant Rabbis, deserved the utmost 
consideration.

held of representatives of seven Manchester Synagogues, which 
were without a minister, with a view to co-ordinating their

Another Jew Murdered in Poland 
Beaten to Death by Lemberg Endeks 


Bomb Attacks in Przytyk 


Endek hooliganism continues unchecked to take its toll of Jewish 
life and property. Last week, another murder was -reported, this 
time from Lemberg, where local Endeks armed with sticks and 
stones attacked and wounded a Jewish youth named Moses 
Altschiller, aged 16, who subsequently died in hospital. 

The Lemberg Union of Polish Women Graduates has appealed to 
the local Governor-General to suppress Endek attacks on Jewish 
pedestrians in the city. 

Further anti-Jewish attacks were reported from many other 
centres. In Przytyk, the scene of a violent anti-Jewish pogrom /ast 
year, hooligans this week threw a number of incendiary bombs 
into Jewish houses, startling a number of tires. The flames were 
extinguished after some damage had been done. The perpetrators 
escaped. In the township of Leopoldowo, near KRyki, a twelve-year- 
old Jewish boy was seriously ‘injured during attacks on Jewish 
houses. Scores of windows were broken: A number of Jews were 
injured during street attacks by members of the National Ridical 
(Nara) Party in the town of Zyradow. Windows of Jewish shops and 
homes were smashed, 

As aresult of continual anti-Jewish propaganda, attacks on Jews 
have become frequent in the township of Bychowo, in the Lublin 
district. Jews are being attacked in the streets and windows of 
Jewish homes broken... The police, despite pleas for aid, bave taken 
no action to protect the Jewish population. Sharp clashes between 
would-be customers and anti-Semitic pickets blocking entry to Jewish 
shops were reported from the town of Starogard, near Tuorn. 
Kndeks have organised a violent anti-Jewish boycott agitation in 
the port of Gdynia, where pickets are preventing non-Jews-from 
entering Jewish shops. .It is stated that when the Jewish shop- 
keepers appealed to the police for protection, the police refused to 
intervene, alleging that the boycott agitation was legal. 

In Podhaize, Evwstern Galicia; Ukrainian Nationalists demolished 
Jewish stalls and attacked non-Jews who declined to boycott the 
Jews. Several of the rioters were finally arrested. Similar 
excesses occurred in Zarwanitze, near Podhaize. 


at Markets 


Government Action in Kalisz 


“ Ghetto-stalls” for Jews were introduced this week in the 
markets of Ostrow-Mazowiecki and Diugosiadlo. Jewish traders in 
these two markets will henceforth be placed in a group in the 
most inacessible part of the market, where they can be cordoned off 
by anti-Semitic pickets. 

Following a-protest by Seuator Trockenheim to the Ministry of 
the Interior against the action of the Municipality of Kalisz in 
approving of the introduction of “ ghetto-stalls’’ for Jewish traders, 
the Ministry immediately ordered the Kalisz authorities. to remove 
the inscriptions “Palestine” and “Poland” from the sections 
allotted to the Jews and Poles respectively. However, the question 
of the legality of “ ghetto-stalls ’ is still awaiting decision. In the 
meantime, Jewish traders are boycotting the: “ghetto” in the 
market, and the market, therefore, remains jwdenrein. 


The District Governor of Sarna has neatly punished the peasants of the 
village of Tatowicz for an attack on thirteen local Jewish houses. The 
attack took piace at one o'clock at night. Next morning the District 
Governor arrived in the village, and, being unable to obtain a confession 
from any of the villagers, imposed ‘a collective punishment on the 
entire village whieh takes the form of compulsory night watches. Every 
Jewish house is now being * guarded *’ by three peasants throughout the 
bight. 

The Economic Commission of the Lodz Chamber of Commerce has 
adopted a resolution declaring that the present economic collapse was 
due to the anti-Jewish boycott campaign and the anti-Jewish excesses in 
a number of Polish cities. The decisions of the Comunission have been 
embodied in a special memorandum, which is to be presented to the 
Government, 


AUSTRIA 


Threatened Ban on Jewish Doctors 


More “ Velvet-Glove” Anti-Semitism 


The “ velvet-glove ’ method of introducing anti-Jewish restrictions 
appears to be the one still favoured by the Austrian authorities, as 
against the more brutal and downright methods of the Nazis. 
However, as far as Jews are concerned, both methods come to the 
same thing in the end. The latest move, as reported by the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, is a drive against Jewish doctors. 

A new decree now being prepared by the Ministers of Justice and 
Social Welfare lays it down that doctors can obtain a licence to 
practise only after having worked for at least one year in a hospital. 
As no Jewish doctors have been sdmitted to Austrian hospitals 
since 1933, it means that no new Jewish doctor will be able to 
practise in Austria if and when the law comes into force. 

The proposed ifaw is also said to contain a provision that no 
Austrian university shall issue a diploma to doctors who have not 
had at least one year's practical ex»erience in a hospital. Another 

provision is that only doctors with Austrian diplomas or with 
diplomas of an Austrian university issued before October 30th, 1918, 
will be allowed to practise. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Flood of Nazi Propaganda 


Nazi propaganda is flooding the Union of South Africa, says a 
MorRNING Post report from Johannesburg. Tens of thousands of 
leaflets printed in Afrikaans and dispatched from Hamburg are 
entering the country, and causing concern to the Government, it is 
declared, 

Working their way through the Union directories the Nazi clerks 
were unfortupate in choosing Jews with Teutonic-sounding names 
as recipients of the pamphlets. These Jews promptly passed the 
literature on to the authorities, who are now considering taking 
action to stop the propaganda. 


UNITED STATES 


Musical Honours in Fiddletown 


Fiddletown, California, bas chosen a fiddler for Mayor—Mr. David 
tubinoff, a violinist known all over the United States by virtue of 
his wireless broadcasts and the cinema, Tur TIMES reports from 
New York.

OCTOBER 5th AS A DAY OF MOURNING IN ENGLAND 


A Conference on the Polish pogroms, organised by the Jewish 
Protest Committee, was held in the Regina Ballrooms, Adler Street, 
K., last week. Mr. I. Angel presided. 

The Conference resolved: (a) That Tuesday the 5th Oc‘ ober, 1937, shall 
be proclaimed throughont London and the provinces where Jewish Com- 
munities are established as a Day of Protest against the Polish Govern- 
ment, and a Day of Mourning for the suffering Jewish victims in Poland. 
ib) That all Jewish commercial and industrial activities shall on that day 
be brought to a standstill from 5 p.m., when Jewish mass demonstrations 
shall be held simultaneously throughout the country. (c; That no effort 
shall be spared to secure the complete civil, political, economic, and 
cultural rights of the Jews in Poland, and that the protection of minori- 
ties piaced under the guarantee of the League of Nations shall be respected 
and observed, 

The Conference also pledged itself to provide the necessary financial 
means to enable this resolution to be carried into effect, and to raise 
funds for the relief of the suffering victims in Poland.

As T have ventured to point out publicly on many oceasions in 
recent years, Palestine, quite apart from its historical importance in 
the eves of the 17,000,000 Jews of the world, ts of great: strategical 
value, if in friendly hands, to the British Empire. The realisation of 
this has been slow in coming except perhaps in the minds of a handful 
of strategists and, as is so often the case in human affairs. the bulk of 
statesmanhke opinion only seemed to awaken to the real dangers of 
the situation when the Partition proposals came under close examina- 
tion; in other words, we are all of us apt only to value what we have 
when we are in danger of losing it, 

Another factor in the change of opinion whicli has been manifested 
was the belated revelation of Sir Henry McMahon himself as to what 
actually was promised to the Arabs, and his specific statement that 
this certainly did not include Palestine. He, as well as King Hussein. 
realised this clearly. This growth or development of opinion. with 
regard to the proposed Partition and the debates in both Houses 
of Parhament culminating in the dramatic change of front on the 
of the Cabinet, have, I submit, created a new situation. 

That the proposed scheme of Partition can go through, at any rate as 
regards its present form, is doubtful. There are many who declare, and 
amongst these are some of the best informed, that Partition, as a policy, 
is dead. 

However this may be, there is no doubt that a new situation has 
arisen, 

And this, I suggest, gives an opportunity for a fresh start. 

Indeed, I go further. I think at this present moment the Zionists 
are presented with a golden opportunity to consolidate their position 
on the firmest basis of all: and that is an understanding with the 

Arabs. If at this tune the Zionists in Palestine and outside of Palestine 
would make a strong concerted effort to conciliate and to reach an 
understanding with the Arabs, then I believe that their main troubles

forward and honest policy for: the well-being of all three parties 
in Palestine. 


will be over. 1 believe, further, that the whole policy of the National 
Home will, for the first time, have a fair chance of success. 

Before outlining the actual policy which I now advocate, I would 
like to draw attention to the fact that the operations last year by the 
reinforced garrison showed the mischief-makers: among the Arabs 
that we could put down disorder and, what 1s more important, that 
we meant to put it down. They should never have been allowed to 
be in any doubt about this. But I have heard extraordinary storv 
which I know to be true, because of the source from which they come, 
of the amazement of the Arab leaders when faced with what was to 
them a new situation, namely, that martial law was a serious possibility 
and that the revolt would be and could be suppressed. 

Throughout the recent controversies, a thread otf 
argument has been woven by the few wholehearted nivocates ot 
Partition and by the doubters alike. It is, what 1s the alternative? 

I suggest the following: 

In the first place, the British Government should make it abundantly 
clear that it is their intention fully to implement the Mandate and 
facilitate the creation of a Jewish majority in Palestine. The position 
of the Palestine Arab individually, they should make clear, would be 
cuaranteed by all the force of His Majesty's Government to secure 
his absolute equality in the eyes of law and Government, so that 
there should be not the slightest opportunity for fear on the part 
of the Arabs of Palestine that they woulcl be vietumsed by the creation 
of a Jewish majority in that country. As a 
guarantee of the permanent value of this sale- 
guard, the Government might lay it down that 
it envisages in years to come the creation of 
Palestine as one of the self-governing Dominions 
within the British Commonwealth of Nations. 

Adjacent to Palestine, there le .the vast, 
empty areas of Transjordan. A very large 
proportion of this undeveloped area is excellent 
agricultural land, awaiting only 
finances, backed by expert admuustration, to 
make room for a population many times larger.than the total popula- 
tion of Palestine to-day. Transjordan its practically an independent 
Arab State, and for those Palestine Arabs who nucht feel an objection 
to living in a land containing a non-Arab majority a scheme might be 
worked out whereby, with Jewish tinancial assistanee and the expert 
supervision of the British Government, Transyordan might 
au most attractive hinterland, and a complete answer to any complaint 
of landlessness on the part of the Pa'testine Arabs. 

Thirdly, the urgent occasion has arisen for the most strenuous efforts 
on the part of Palestine Jewry to secure fnendly relations with the 
Arabs. This point is, | submit of paramount noportance. The onus 
rests on the Jewish Agency, on the Ziontst Organisation and on the 
Jews of Palestine to convince the average Palestine Arab of goodwill 
that the Jew is the fmend and well-wisher of the Arab, and that he 
ig willing to go more than half way to care for Arab welfare and. to 
remove Arab grievances in the course of the establishment of the 
Jewish National Home. 

The Jew must spare no pains to convince the Arab that he wishes 
Arab and Jew to work side by side in this historic task as brothers 
and equals. He must go so far that he will convince the Arab that 
Arab welfare in the future lies with the Jewish development otf 
Palestine into a Jewish National Home, and not with the petty political 
intransigence of a stubborn local Palestine-Arab policy, which can 
only spell economic disaster and political helotry for the masses of the 
Palestiman Arabs. 

This is a great and difficult undertaking, but the Jewish people have 
met and surmounted more intricate problems. If the Jewish people 
can be convinced that the realisation of the Zionist ideal hes through 
Arab-Jewish good understanding, they will so orientate their attitude 
and bend their energies as to compel the respect, friendship, and 
co-operation of the majority of well-meaning Palestine Arabs. 

It is necessary, I suggest, to study Arab susceptibilities. 

The human race is largely ruled by its sentiments and its affections. 
That Palestine has been materially enriched in the last fifteen years 
everyone knows, including the Arabs, and they will even admit it 
openly. But they do, after all, represent a more primitive state of 
civilisation. They belong to the Orient. They are intensely 
conservative. 

The Jews are a clever people. Let them study Arab psychology. If 
they can win over the trust and even the friendship of the Arab masses 
and thew leaders, it will be a tremendous achievement. 

As things are, a Jewish-Arab entente would be unassailable and 
would be the beginning of a new and splendid chapter in the long 
history of this ancient land,

Opportunities and Obstacles 
The Mufti a Danger 
CONSEQUENCES OF POLICE RAID 


[From ovr Corre sponds pit JER SALEM. July 24th] 


Probably at no other period in the twenty years which have 
elapsed since the British occupation of Palestine has there beeu 
such a genuine desire apparent among all sections of the Arab 
population—with the exception of the small but determined 
extremist minority—to reach an understanding with the Jewish 
people concerning the future constitutional position of the country, 
This trend of thought -has actually reached the stage where 
prominent Arab residents—some of whom have been by no means 
passive politically—have made tentative overtures towards Jewish 
friends as to the possibility of direct negoliations, ” Feelers ”’ 
have been sent out by Arab notables who have previously insisted 
upon the fulfilment of all the Arab political claims, In short, ata 
superficial glance, the situation appears to be more hopeful at the 
moment than for many years past. 

Obviously the dread of Partition has considerably sobered even 
the hotheads in the Arab rank.: they have been utterly confounded 
and dismayed by the apparent determination of the British Govern 
ment to proceed with a scheme which, to them, spells politicat and 
public disgrace, Some of the less extreme are obviously prep ired 
to ciutch at any straw, even an understanding with the Jewish 
people which they hy ive for so l ne opposed, to ward otf the mennace 
to therr positious. A more cynical realing of their attitude was 
given to your correspoudent by a local Government ofticial, who 
remarked that the Arabs probibly were overcome with despair at 
the thought that, in the new Arab State,there would be no Jews 
and consequently no financial benefits, including proceeds from the 
sale of land. 

That there is a good deal of common sense in this suggestion may 
be seen from the f:ct that circles close to the Emir Abdullat. who 
is playing a waiting (and silent) game in the present deve'opments, 
hint at his willingness to allow the settlement of 700.000 Jews in 
the enlarged Transjordan proposed by the Government on the 
basis of there being an eventual Arab population of some 1,600,000 
to 1,800,000, 

Analysis of the Real Situation 


Yet it would be premature, to say the least, to regard.the present 
line thought among the Arab COMMUNILY as a definite indicition 
of willingness to reach a permanent arrangement with the Jewish 
people of Palestine and the Diaspora, True the Zionist Movement 
and world Jewry at large, bave co .stantly expressed their willing 
ness to sit ata Round Tuble Conference with the Arabs in order to 
formulate a working agreement tor the future life of both peoples 
in Palestine. In a pamphlet issued in Jerusalem (and mentioned in 
these columns), Mr. Ascher Saphir has give nan account of negoti 
tions cofiducted along these lines: writing tn the New ‘TIMes 
on the 18th. Jalyv, Dr. J. L Magnes, President. of the IL brew 
University in Jerusalem, binted that limited Jewish-Arab conferences 
took place last year, at the very height of the disturbances, 
with a view to seeking a compromise. 

The chief stumbling-block in initiating such a round-table parley 
in the past, however, has been the stubborn Arab demand that a 
preliminary and indispensable condition would have to be Jewish 
acquiescence in the abrogation of the Mandate and the repeal of the 
Balfour D -claration—in other words, thatthey would have to throw 
themselves at the mercy of the Arab leaders and trust to good tuck, 
or their bargaining powers, for an outcome compatible with their 
minimum demands. The Arabs did not wish the proposed discus- 
sions to take place under the auspices of the Leacue, but wanted 
them to have the atmosphere of the importunate beggar suing the 
wealihy and powerful magnete. That was always regarded as so 
preposterous a coudition that nothing more could be done than to 
hope for end urge a more statesmanlike attitude. 

It was the fear among the Arabs, and esvecially the effendis, that 
Great Britain might, after all, not be “bluffing” in this talk of 
Partition, that brought them to a re vlisation of the danger it offered 
to their own position. Strangely enough, if was after, and not 
before, the debate in Parliamen’ on the Palestine Report that the 
desire was expressed by the Arabs to resch an understanding on a 
basis other than Partition. The breathing spell afforded by Parlia- 
ment’s disinclination at this stage to commit itself to Partition, 
although not ruling out the ultimate execution of the scheme ; the 
overt hint that the Jewish State might eventually be set up on 
a broader basis than contemplated by the Britis: Government in its 
Statement of Policy; the severe strictures pronounced upon both 
the Palestine Administration and the Arab political leaders by the 
majority of speakers, including influential statesmen, in both 
Houses—these were the factors which undoubtedly helped to 
produce the revulsion of feeling among local grandces. 


The Mufti Goes into Hiding 


But there was one important point which probably had as much 
to do with the Arab change of front as any other: the risk to the 
personal position of Haj Amin A! Husseini. As the shrewd man 
he is, the Mufti sensed the impending threat to his hitherto 
undisputed authority and went into hiding in order to avoid the 
gathering storm. 

Since the early part of July, the Mufti had been placed in a most 
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equivocal position by the secession from the Higher Committee of 
the Palestine Defence Party, the so-called “Mouardin” or Moslem 
Opposition, led by his traditional foe, Ragheb Bey Nashashibi, the 
former Mayor of Jerusalem. Ragheb Bey had from the outset of 
the occupation been on friendly terms with the British authorities; 
he was given the C.B.E. at an early stage of his career: he was on 
extremely cordial terms with the Emir Abdullab, who has little 
love for the Mufti and his constant intrigues; and he was regarded 
as a coming manin Arab circles. The Nashashibi group joined the 
~ Mej essein,”’ the Mufti’s party, at the outset of the 1936 disturb. 
ances more out of compulsion than desire; the threat of terrorism 
was hovering, and the Mufti’s machinery for forcing backsliders to 
toe the line was much too powerful to be resisted. 

Ragheb Bey and his supporters, bowever, soon realised that the 
policy of His Eminence the Mufti was to secure complete personal 
control of the whole Palestine Arab Movement, and that if there 
were any reason at all for his willingness to consort with the 
Opposition, it was to keep them under his eye and at the same time 
to mouintaina semblance of Arab unity. 

Growing discontent with the Mufti's deliberate flouting of Ragheb 
Bey's own wishes and opinions, which was so marked in the Arab 
“evidence” before the Royal Commission when the Opposition 
leaders were not allowed to open their mouths, led to the break on 
July 3:d. During the last three weeks, the Mufti has been trying 
to get the Nashashibi group to return, not so much because he wants 
their co-operation or support, as to present the appearance of a 
united front to the outside world. But the Nashashibi group, 
inc-nsed by the physical attacks on Fakhri Bey Nashasibi, deputy. 
leader of the party, the Mayor of Bethlehem and other Opposition 
notables, flatly refused. They rejected an offer to be represented 
on the Higher Committee’s delegation to Geneva, and they were 
especially active in spreading the account givea by the Palestine 
Royal Commission of the Mufti's activities. 


Raid on Higher Committee's Offices 


The climax came when the British authorities staged their raid 
on the Arab Higher Committee's offices on July 10th. It would be 
as well briefly to examine the factors which led up to this raid, 
The previous week, the special correspondent of Tus Times in 
Jerusalem, an experienced and objective journalist, bad been 
denouncing the stupidity of the authorities in allowiog the Mufti to 
continue his machinations unchecked. ‘The description given in 
THE Times of the Muafti’s campaign was, indeed, no different from that 
which THb JEWIsH CHRONICLE has for years now—even prior to the 
1929 disturbauces—been constantly reiterating, 

At all events, this revelation of Haj Amin’'s true guise and inten- 
tions apparentiyvy had the effect of moving the Colonial Office to 
action. Itis believed that they ordered that definite steps be taken 
to cramp the style” of the Arab Iligher Committee. 

The raid itself was extremely well planned, though the less said :

Mufti's Intuition? 


A short. while before the actu:l entry of the police however, tha 
Mufti left the meeting and went tothe Mosque of Omar sanctuary, 
mviolabie awrea wher ils in the old-time ciiies of refuge 
ntioned in the Sert tures, he is perfectly safe, Whether it was 
the intention of the authorities to apprehend His Eminence it 
would be impossible to say in the absence of any contirmation. 
Rumours, discussed evell by Gritish jlicemen, have been to that 
effect. Indeed, the Mufti is reported to have told a delegation of 
lIlebron Moslems, which arrived to visit him in the Mosque ares, 
that “extle ahd persecution ecannot intluence a man who tas the 
nations interests at heart.” That statement was published in the 
Cairo An-MASRI, 

Local newspapers dectared that the Mufti had left the Committee 
meeting by design, either having been called away by someone 
who had learned of impending action or realising by his own intuition 
that the time had come for him to lie low. The fact remains that he 
is ow immured in the Mosque of Omar area and that, »ccording to 
the local Hebrew press, squads of policemen are guarding all exits. 
That again may be a wrong interpretation of elaborate police pre- 
cautions, on instructions from higher up, merely to prevent trouble. 
The conclusion ‘must be reached by all who have observed local 
conditions for a long while past, and during the past year especially, 
that the Palestine Administration has lamentably failed in its task 
of controlling the riotous situatious which have repeatedly arisen. I6 
has not allowed the real voice of the Arab people to be heard in its 
subservience to the whims of fanatics. 


A Supreme Mischief Maker 


The figure the Mufti has loomed ever larger as one of the 
most sinister figures in the Near East, overshadowing more capable 
men who, if properly encouraged, might have brought peace and 
goodwill to the population. In a phrase, the Palestine Government 
has by its unmitigated short-sightedness placed and maintained a 
supreme mischief-maker in a position of unparalled power and thus 
spurred him into adopting an attitude of unparalleled insolence. If 
may be on account of the British tradition of allowing freedom of 
action, but there is a very thin line between advocating liberty and 
taking liberties, as the Mufti has been doing with impunity. 

If it is desired to see Palestine move forward to a more noble 
destiny, one in keeping with her profound religious traditions and 
consouant with the great promise wiich British statesmen, includ- 
ing many of the present Ministers, have so often declared to be part 
of its essential character, then the British Government can have no 
other alternative than to remove this scheming, obstinate man from 
the position which it has created for him. Palestine will never be 
at peace so long as he is allowed to plot and conspire against its 
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comity. There is certainly a great deal of embarrassment to face if 
he is removed, not the least of which would be the possibility of his 
endeavouring to pose as a martyr, but if must be stated that so 
long as the Mufti of Jerusalem is allowed to continue his political 
conspiracies, Arab-Jewish understanding, of which there are 
such promising signs, will never be secured.

Mr. Ussishkiu-Horowitz charged the Executive with having put 
before them no statement of policy. The President had blamed the 
(tritish Administration, but he. the speaker, thought the Commission's 
tieport proved the failure of-official Zionist policy in the past twenty 
vears. The present situation had arisen because the British 
Administration recognised that the Arabs were determined about 
their standpoint whereas the Zionist leadership could be ignored, 
because it had neither the will nor the determination to carry 
through a policy in the way that English politicians and world 
Statesmen recognised as thorough 

Miss Szold-Ross first told some anecdotes of Palestine to-day, 
and then described some of the priva‘ions of the eariv Zionist 
pioneers, with special reference to the hardships endured by the 
women settlers. 

Rabbi Berlin-Rabinowitz said that the Mizrachi Party took their 
stand upon the Torah. If Zionists disregarded the Torah they had 
not a leg to stand on. 


Mr. Ben Gurion-Easterman called the proposed Jewish territory 


a cabbage-patch State, which would become, not a National Home 
for the Jewish People, but, before long. a Home for Aged Jews. 
‘They were offered no more than a congested ghetto, with no 
possibility of defence and no possibility of growth. In leaving to the 
Jews a country that would hold no more than one-and-a-half millions, 
the British Government was not merely giving up a Mandate but 
was giving a mandate tothe Jew-baiters of the world to continue 
the persecution of the Jews who would remain outside. The speaker 
said that what the British Government and the Arabs disliked about 
Zionism was the impact of labour and democracy on the Near East 
which its work in Palestine exemplified. 
Congress was adjourned till the 4th of August at. Zurich.

APPEAL FOR UNITY IN ZIONIST RANKS 


\ largely attended public meeting. organised by the Mizrachi 
tederation of Great Britain and Ireland. to- discuss the Roval 
( ommtission s partition recommendations was held at the White 
chapel Art Gallery... on, Thursday of last week. There were 
continual interruptions by a handful of young Jewish Commuuists, 
for which it whs diflicult to discover any reason. 

Professor H. Pick, of Jerusalem, who presided, referring to the 
previous day's debates m Parliament, said that it was inspiring to 
read of the changing situation, anid they were hopeful that a satis. 
factory solution would be arrived at. They had no right, however, 
to speak of that result as a victor, 

The findings of the Roval Commission had come as a great shock 
to them. said Rabbi Dr. H. Freedman, but the result had been the 
awakening of the Jewish masses to,an. interest in Zionism. “The 
idea of par'ition was not new; it hadalready happened under another 
name in 1922 when Transjordan was lopped off from Palestine. If 
they had protested then it was quite possib’e thata further p irtition 
would never have been proposed It would have been realised that 
they had made their sacrifice then. He analysed the findings of the 
Commission in detail and criticised them in every aspect. Although 
the promises to the Jews were given in the stress of war, he ssid. 
vet those promises were ratified four years after the War by 
titty nations, and he could see no reason for going back on them 
now. Despite the conclusions in the Report, Arabs, and Jews 
could work amicably together in Palestine, and would have 
done so on the Legislative Council if pressure had not been 
exercised by the extremist Arabs. He emphasised that the partition 
proposals could not be entertained. (They must stand firmly for the 
Mandate. Give them good administration, he said, give them filteen 
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vears of strong Government, and if after then the Mandate was 
unworkable the Government would have proved its case. 

Rabbi Israel Abrahams said that the Jew had never been givena 
square deal; he had ever been persecuted. The granting of the 
Ralfour Declaration had been the dawn of a new era for the Jew, 
and now thev were being offered something that was worse to them 
than perhaps the destruction of the Temple. They demanded of 
the world, and particularly of Great Britain, that the Mandate 
should be observed. Whatever other solution there might be for 
the impasse between Arab and Jew in Palestine, partition was no 
solution. Jews, coutinued the speaker, have suffered from 
disunity. We ave suffering to-day because of the division In ou 
ranks and we must realise that in unity lies strength. ‘Their
